The matter of the employment of Mr. Farouki by the Department 
of Agriculture was discussed, Mr. Farouki is to act as counterpart 
for Mr. Schwan and Mr, Parker, The Deputy agreed to have the 
Department employ him and stated he would discuss the mtter of 
salary, ete,, with Ferouki, 


Dr. Bdens said he would like to diseuss the state of affairs 
of the Department of Agriculture with Assis at some future date, 
This discussion would have to do with methods of operation and 
organization; concerns which presently hinder the efficient operation 
of the Department. 

Mr, Schwan's work in Range Management and Water Spreading 
were discussed, Assiz said the Hasa coastel areas would appear to

Dr. Edens stated he would like to discuss with Assis

1. I told the Assistant Deputy Minister of Finance that TCA/W had approved 
in principle assignment of an expert on corporation law to study the local 
situation with a view to drafting modern laws and regulations governing the 
formation and operation of domestic corporations and setting forth the con- 
ditions under which alien corporations and firms may engage in business. I 
also told him TCA/W thinks it advisable to appoint a high level expert in 
public finance to help implement such laws and regulations which might re- 
ceive royal sanction with a view to creating a favorable climate for foreign 
investments, The Asst. Deputy Minister expressed his appreciation of the 
tentative offer of assistance but suggested that the appointment of the 
finance expert might well be deferred until the drafting work was completed 
or at least well advanced, I did not think it politic to stress American 
investments at this time as I do not believe it advisable to suggest to the 
SAO that this technical assistance is being offered only to foster American 
interests. 


2. Educational Program 


I told the Assistant Deputy Minister that the funds were in hand for 
the Commercial School and that negotiations could be continued on the 
Project Agreement, Sami Cutby, the Secretary to the Assistant Deputy 
Minister, is a member of the School Committee, and he and the Assistant 
Deputy Minister both expressed great satisfaction that the immediate future 
of the school is assured. I also informed the Assistant Deputy Minister 
that TCA/W is mch interested in the recent proposal of the Minister of 
Finance for an enlarged school program involving an expenditure for build- 
ings, equipment, etc, of several million dollars and that 1C4/SA would 
participate subject only to the limitation of funds and personnel, The 
Assistant Deputy Minister replied that a program such as his father had 
in mind would naturally take some years to implement and that the only 
assistance expected of TCA in the imediate future is help in planning 
the program. I told him Dr. Dolley has the matter in hand and is preparing 


preliminary suggestions. 


3. The Assistant Deputy Minister asked about the special economic aid 

for the Middle Eastern states and if any decision had been reached on 

SAG's request for a share of the funds, I told him that reports had been 
submitted to Washington but that I had no information as to what allocation, 
if any, would be made to SAG, He expressed the hope that Saudi Arabia's 
needs for such assistance would not again be overlooked, 


4. We discussed the personnel to be sent to USA on leader grants to 
study the arid regions and the methods of irrigation, water spreading, 
etc, The Assistant Deputy Minister approved the appointment of Sadek 
Husseini but was not sure of approval of the Assistant Director of Agri- 
culture, Abdullah Dabbag, 


5. I expressed appreciation to the Assistant Deputy Minister for the 
assistance of Mr. Husseini in keeping the Brinck affair out of the official 
police records and for his own helpful advice and assistance, The Asst. 
Deputy Minister expressed his regrets over the incident and was sorry it 
would result in losing Mr. Brinck's services in Saudi Arabia; he approved 
Brinck's withdrawal from the country but hoped the incident would not cause 
his dismissal from service, 


The Assistant Deputy Minister was very cordial and appreciative of 
the American effort but he made it evident that SAG feels very keenly on 


the subject of special economic aid and what SAG regards as discrimination 
fue the way the funds have so far been allocated,

On April 20, a meeting was held in Mr. Dunaway's office 
attended by (li Janesk; Director of National Police; Galib Bey, 
Driector of Jidda Polices Mr. Dunaway, Dr. Dolley, Sadek Husseini, 
and Mr. Betzig to diseuss a proposed police traiming project. 


Ali Janeel opened the meeting by asking a question concerning 
the cost of erecting a model police barracks. Dr. Dolley stated 
that in line with previous conversations, this would be part of an 
over-all police project and that SAG would bear the cost of such 
construction with TCA providing technical assistance, Mr. Dunaway 
then proposed that the meting limit itself to discussing the 
training aspects of the matter, Training was stressed as being 
the first step in the direction of organising a modern police forces 
in Jidda. 


TCA's first proposal was that Galib Bey be sent to the J. S. 
on a Leader Grant for six months time. During this period he would 
be able to study American techniques and organization.

Mr. Dunaway stated that TOA would notify Washington as to this part of the 
conversation and that it would be careful consideration. It was proposed 
that Galib Bey discuss thie matter with officials in Washington. He 
would be in s good position to exolain the work needed that the Saudis 
wished done. If considered feasible, he would perhaps even be able to 
help select a man whom he thought best equipped to carry out the study, 
But it was stressed at this time, the most important thing would be 
for Galib Bey to go to the U.S. In response to a question concerning 
such an American technician's expenses, Dr. Dolley replied that the 
U.S. bears all the cost of the same. 


The problem of harbor protection - fire - etce., was brought up. 
It was pointed out that Galib Bey might well look into this matter in 
New York, Boston, Baltimore, etc., and thus get ideas as to local needs 
and problems, 


Mr, Dunaway sought to clarify the relationship which would exist 
between any American technician and the Egyptian police mission now 
in Jidda. He stressed the fact that having technicians from different 
countries work on somewhat similar problems can create complications. 
For the good of all concerned, such must be avoided. The Saudis 
assured TCA that the Egyptian group would have nothing to do with any 
American technician. The former are here to work out certain procedures 
in traffie control. They have nothing to do with policy or over-all 
organization of this work, The American technician would be dealing 
with a different level of work and he would thus not be in contact 


with the Egyptians. 


Ali Janes] stated that he was interested in obtaining greater 
assistance from TCA for his organization and inquired as to how to 
go about getting it. Mr. Dunaway explained at length TCA objectives 
noting the stress on technical assistance for economic development. 
Hence, TCA worked primarily in education, health, agriculture, natural 
resources, etc. He stated that he did not know of any instance where 
TCA was aiding in police organization, Such assistance would appear 
to be more closely associated with military aid due to its relation-

In the discussion it was brought out by Shaikh Ahmed Obaid that FAO 
has no agreement with the Saudi Arabian Government other than to make sure 
veys in Wadi Gizan, so that the Government may procecd in the future to 
develon that area in any way that opens up to it. [dens stated that it 
was his understanding that there was a definite project agreement to 
establish an experimental station, an institution of leaming, and make a 
detailed study of the Wadi Gizan soils, Again, it was pointed out that 
FAO's responsibility at present was only survey making. 


Shaikh Ahmed Obaid made a statement concerning cooperation, pointing 
out that the efforts of all three - FAO, TCA, ahd the SAG ~ are for the 
purpose of helping the country as a whole, and that he was anxious to see 
all pull together in doing what is best for all of agriculturc, 

Mr. Dunaway again pointed out that the United States Government was 
interested in doing whatever it could to the extent of its ability to 
assist the SAG in the work that it feels should be done, However, he 

also pointed out that it was not within the provision of the TCA law to 
help directly or indirectly any other international agency to which the 
United States Government is making a substantial contribution to its budget, 


Mr. Johnson of FAO stated that he was greatly interested in FAO and TCA 
cooperating in the development program of this country and saw no reason why 
TCA could not work out some provision whereby it could contribute cooperatively 
to a project in which FAO was interested. He further stated that since the 
development work in the Tihama was of a research nature and relatively new, 
that he felt it was a mistake to start two projects at the same time in the 
area, His statement led one to believe his opinion was that the Itwad 
project should be abandoned and all efforts put on the one project in the 
Gizan area. Mr. Dunaway asked Mr. Johnson if it was his opinion that we 
should actually abandon the Itwad project. Due to others breaking in end 
talking, Mr. Johnson never did respond to the question, 


Edens 


Edens pointed out that he and Johnson had discussed the Tihama 
work of both agencies and that there was wholehearted agreement 
relative to cooperation in every way possible, and by making available, 
one to the other, the findings of each in agriculture that each project 
could actually supplement the other, 


The discussion then returned to the Gizan harbor project. His 
Excellency Abdul Aziz promised Mr, Dunaway that he would get survey 
materials and estimates to him in the imnediate future.

Supplementing Dr. Eden's report: According to my memory, when I 
asked Mr. Johnson if he was recommending that TCA and SAG scrap the

On March 17, the Director General of Agriculture met with Dr. Idens, 
Mr. Moon and Mr, Betzig in his office at the Department of Agriculture. 


Dr, Edens discussed his recent trip to Hasa Province and noted the 
importance of date growing in that area. He stated that he hoped Shaikh 
Obaid would approve of his proposal to station a U. S. date expert in 
Hasa for a 6-month period to determine the best varieties to propagate. 
The expert's availability is not certain but it is believed that he is 
willing to come. Shaikh Obaid agreed that the proposal was a good one 
and that the recruitment of a Point 4 date variety specialist would com 
plement and aid the work of Mr. Carlson, FAO packaging and marketing 
technician. 


Mr, Moon was introduced to Shaikh Obaid and it was requested that 
a Saudi agriculturist be assigned temporarily to work with him, Dr. 
Edens explained that Point 4 had a certain quantity of seeds on hand 
that had been shipped when it was thought that an agronomist and horti- 
culturist would be on hand by this time. He suggested that the Agriculture 
Department and Mr. Moon micht try them out on some government land, 
Shaikh Obaid suggested that the government farm at Hadda esh Sham be used, 
He said that soil and water supplies are adequate.

The Director General inquired concerning Dr. Edens! 
trip to lasa. Dr, Edens replied he intended to investigate the housing 
situation and to have conforences with the Consul General of the U,S., 
Mr. Hamilton of Aramco, and Shaikh Adawan concerning the possibility 
of agricultural improvement work in Hasa. However, he stated work 
was first planned for Wadi Itwad and Hadi Sham, The Director said 
he was pleased to hear this for he wants to push his agricultural 
units, 


The Director General stated that as a result of the Grown Prince's 
interest in Hasa there are now four (4) SAG agricultural experts there, 
Three were recently sent from the llejaz. They are to instruct the 
farmers, carry out disease and insect control measures, etc. Dr. iidens 
stated that Point 4 would work with them, 


Dr. Edens brought out the difficulty Point 4 is facing in 
recruiting for Saudi Arabia, He noted that the quickest 
agriculture in Saudi Arabia wes to educate the younger men. 
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necessary, He noted that the Sudan Project didn't have an extension 
program, In the Director's opinion, SAG couldn't carry out the Project 
without the help of a commercial company or some agency like Point 4. 


Edens said there were a number of schemes for getting results and 
asked when SAG intended to start. He was informed this depended on 
further study by FAO, In the case of the Itwad Project, Edens noted 
that when sufficient water was found, that he planned to put Point 4

Qn February 4, 1953, a visit was paid by Dr. Edens and llr. Betzig to the 
Department of Agriculture for the purpose of meeting the staff members. 
arrival a few minutes were spent with the Director General. He had not had time 
to read the letter by Edens re TCA proposals for agriculture. He inovired whether 
or not TCA would do agriculture work at Medina. He was informed such would be 
difficult due to restrictions on non-Moslems, In the discussion which followed, 
Dr. Edens emphesized TCA intention to work in several localities by stationing 
technicians in these places and backstopping them with specialists. 


Accompanied by Abdulla Dabbeg, Assistant Director of Agriculture, a visit 
was made to the various departments. Officials met included Mohamed Badkook, 
Chief of Horticulture; Sharaf Kazim, Geologist; Nassan Shatta, Ali Sadik, 
Statistician; Burhan Huesseini and Ibrahim Husseini, Agricultural Experts; 
Issal Al Ali, and others including a retired Bgyptian Irr'gation Engineer here 
on a special mission. Brief words were passed with all, In general, the reception 
was friendly and a genuine desire appeared to exist for TCA aid and advice. 


The visit pointed up the very loose and weak organization of the Agriculture 
Departmont, It is obviously in great need of greater financial support on the part 
of SAG and also of strong guidance both professionally and administratively before 
it can effectively cope with the very serious problems confronting local agriculture, 
At this time it is difficult to conceive of the department being capable of running 
agriculture stations scattered across Saudi Arabia.

A meeting was held on February 5, in the office Mr. John Dunaway. 
Also attending were Dr. £1 Far, W.H.0. Quarantine Representative; Mr. Ferguson, 
Mr. Husseini and Mr, Betzig. Meeting was held to discuss possible TCA 
contribution to equipping the new Jidja Quarantine Station. 


Mr. Dunaway stated need to go over project to decide what was to be done 
and then to discuss this with Prince Faisal. 


Dr. Far noted importance to entire Moslem world of this quarantine station 
and how it was really an international undertaking. The station resulted from 
many conferences on the problem and SAG offered to build it using W¥.H.0. plans. 
This was done, resulting in a large modern center, Tine is important as it is 
desired to have the station ready for use for the next Haj season. Besides 
construction costs SAG, a few days ago, pledged 2,000,000 Saudi Riyals for 
equipping the station. Mr. Dunaway questioned need for TCA aid in the light 
of this sun, Dr. Far stated it wasn't sufficient hence, he requested TCA 
donation of equipment for the disinfection room. He thought this would cost 
7,000 to 10,000 Egyptian Pounds ($20,000 to $30,000). 


Mr. Ferguson thought it would cost up to $50,000 for boilers, tanks, ete, 
He also stressed the fact that while the buildings are completed, definite 
installation and other engineering problems remain, He asked if W.H.0. had an 
engineer to make layout of equipment. Dr. Far stated he had requested the same 
and hoped he would arrive shortly, Ferguson stressed need for plenning and the 
importance of having a man trained in this type of work, Far did not seem to 
understand the importance of this point even saying a Baker Engineer could do. | 
the work with the help of Mir, Shoup.

I was informed by Mr. Husseini that the Finance Minister 
and Deputy Finance Minister wished me to meet with them and with 
the Director of the Department of Agriculture to discuss relation- 
ships of FAO and TCA, At 4 p.m. we called on the Minister at his 
home in accordance with the arrangeme its, but we were wmable to 
see the Minister, It was reported that he was ill. 


Eventually the meeting was held with the Deputy Finance 
Minister, the Director of Agriculture, the Secretary to the Finance 
Minister, Mr. Husseini and myself, 


The meeting lasted an hour and a half, In general, the ques- 
tion being raised seemed to be: “Would TCA provide agricultural 
machinery and equipment for FAO technicians working separately 
from TCA technicians?" Our reply was that we would be glad to 
cooperate with FAO technicians but that we would not furnish the 
Saudi Government machinery and equipment for projects supervised 
by FAO technicians. 


We discussed the Commnity Development Projects, and I made 
it clear that the contributions ~ both USA and Saudi ~ were not 
solely for Agriculture development but included expenditures for 
Health, Transportation, Education and Water Resources, 


The Director of Agriculture then went into a long discussion ‘ 
on his own proposal for agricultural development in eight separate : 
areas, He asked for my comments on his proposals and I suggested 
that the report which he had written should be translated into 
English, I would then study it and meet with him to discuss it at 
a later time,

After the usual formalities, I pointed out that the purpose of the 
neeting was to present suggestions to the SAG for a commmity development 
program, and to propose several regions as possible sites for such developments. 
I then reviewed very briefly the discussions with the Finance Minister which 
led up to the proposal thet we should jointly embark upon a commnity 
development Project with the U.S. providing $500,000 exclusive of the cost 
of the technicians and the SAG providing $500,000 or its equivalent in 
equipment or services. 


At this point, I asked Dr. Brown to describe the regions we had in 
mind and discuss the advantages and disadvantages in each case. He spread 
out the aerial photographs on the floor. The SAG officials asked many 
questions and were very much interested in the photographs and added much 
information of their own in regard to the areas under discussion. 

There were several questions as to why we had chosen to present 
these particular areas. I made it clear that we would welcome 
from the SAG suggestions for work in other areas that they might 
select, that we had chosen the areas presented partly because 
they had already been photographed and explored by the Natural 
Resources Division and partly because of their accessibility to 
Jidda. I also pointed out that I had felt that in the areas 

we presented more could be done with the money available and in 
a shorter time than in certain other regions to which we had 
given consideration.

great many cattle were produced but that the breed badly needed improvement. 
I replied that we could send to such a community an expert in animal husbandy y,

I pointed out further that it would be our intention as soon as 
possible to send into these commmities a public health team and that 
this team would be equipped not only for preventative measures in mlarial 
control, but would plan to set up a clinic for examination of the people 
and for treatment of diseases, The SAG officials agreed that there was 
great need both for malaria control and improvement in sanitation, and for 
treatment of disease. 


The remaining questions had to do with how much such projects would 
cost, how they would be paid for, whether the U.S. would furnish funds for 
continuation of projects initiated, and other detailed questions with regard 
to the financing of the program and its size. 


I answered these questions first by pointing out that TCA 
offered to the SAG for this fiscal year the following: 


(1) a railroad survey at a cost to TCA of $350,600; 

(2) an aerial photography project at a cost to TCA of $120,000; 

(3) equipment for schools in Jidda at a cost to TCA of #20,000; and 

(4) contributions to community development at a cost to TCA of 
$500,000, 


I pointed out that this represented a contribution of nearly 
one million dollars which was in a sense a cash contribution to the 
SAG, and that in addition to this approximate million dollar cash contribution, 
we plan to give them the services of perhaps 40 technicians and that we were 
prepared to pay not only the cost of the salaries of these technicians but to 
pay for the cost of their housing in Saudi Arabia. * 


The Deputy Finance Minister asked if this would be the full extent of 
the TCA program for this year. I replied that it was the program I had been 
authorized to present to them and to the best of my knowledge would not be 
expanded for '53, 


I further pointed out that in the months remaining in this Fiscal Year 
it was extremely doubtful if we could embark on and obligate funds for a 
larger program than this, even if a larger program had been authorized, 


I urged the need for an early decision by the SAG and the inmediate 
signing of agreements so that we might get our program underway as rapidly 
as possible. 


The Deputy Finance Minister said he would report our proposals and my 
discussion of the total program - costs, etc. - to the Finance Minister and 
he felt that he would get some decision in the near future.

It had been my hope to have the opportunity of a con- 
ference with Your Excellency on your return to Jidda. I

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MEMORANDUM OF CONVERSATION WITH AHMED JUFFALI 


Mx. Hopper brought Mr. Juffali to call. Mr. Juffali and his 
family have important interests in electrical and other enterprises. 

1. They plan to install a unified electrical system in Mecca 
in place of the present group of uncoordinated power plants. { 

2. They are planning an electric system for Hofuf. 

3. They are planning a telephone system for Riyadh. 

4, They are proposing to install for the Government a water 
supply for Qizan. Six inch pipe has been bought for this and is 
now lying in the Jidda customs except that part of the pipe has 
been sent to Riyadh. The delay is due to doubt which arose con- 
cerning the adequacy of the proposed source of water, The Govern- 
ment asked Mr. Brown to look into this, and his report is awaited, 

5. They plan to install a water system for Taif which will 
probably require building a dam. They also await Mr, Brown's views 
on this. 

I explained that Mr. Brown is now in the field and that 
Mr. Juffali should talk with him when he returns, 

Mr. dJuffali and his associates are handicapped by lack of 
trained personnel. They have to import Arab and Italian personnel, 
but would much prefer to see Saudis trained for such work. 

I suggested that he should talk with Dr. Stratton. a 

Mr. Juffali also stated that the capital in his enterprises is 
local capital, and that they are interested in helping to develop 
this country. I encouraged him in this, stating that I personally 
favored such activities to be conducted wherever practicable by 
private parties rather than the Government but pointed ovt that in 
a country like this some enterprises would prove too large for 


private capital.
